There may be natural rivairy 
between the two generals, they 
are azreed on one point—they 
cannot stem the Bolshevik tide 
without Allied help. 

It ts all very well to say the 
French and British armies are 
tired awd should be demobilized 
as quicMly and possible. They 
have done their part. No one 
will begrudge them g@ well- 
earned rest or at least ask more 
of them then police duty. 

It is quite otherwise with the 
American army. It la true the 
American boys want to get 
home, but they are like a lot 
of backweodsmen and there is 
no eign of war weariness com- 
parab'e to that which you see 
in the face of every Pollu. 

There Is great work still te be 
done in Europe and we muat do 
it if we are to save the peace 
of the world 

POLES WOULD PIGHT. 

However, so far as Poland 
goes, the vast majority of the 
American army is safe, but in 
this American army there are 
120,000 men of Polish’ birth or 
blood. They would give red 
blood and morale tq the present 
Polish armies and their death- 


jess national spirit would make 


them respond eagerly as volun- 
teers if opportunity were given 
them or if we were to send them 
off under orders. 

But they must not only take 
arms, ammunition and clothing 
for themselves, but fer the 
brave, ragged Polish army. 

Even the women and children 
are messed on the (frontier 
againet the well-equipped Bol- 
sheviki and their German well- 
wishers. 

Two million Russian prison- 
ers have been sent home across 
Poland, pillaging as they went. 
German prisoners from R 
have been worse, 

Bight hundred thousand Pol- 
ish workmen, driven into Ger- 
many during the war, have 
been sent home, and they are 
paupers for the most part. 

The wonderful national spirit 
of Poland is in danger of bein 
swamped by the atrocioug suf- 
ferings and endleas misfortunes.

With Rus- 
sia under her heel, Gerrnany can 
laugh at the surrender of her 
fleet and at Allied occupation 
of the Rhine provinces. 

When her new “tazs’’ comes 
she'll sweep the earth, and we 
will go down with the rest. 

Only a strong united buffer 
state like Poland can avert this 
traredy. If we make her strong 
enough to hold the Bolsheviks 
on one hand and Germany on 
the other the world may look 
forward to a tong period of 
feace> but) not ise. 

Germany has little coal of her 
own. Her great mines are in 
Poland, just as her great iron 
mines were in Lorraine. De- 
prived of coal and iron, no 
country can dominate. It fs not 
a gentimental question, but an 
economic one. 

It may interest us to look for- 
ward to the restoration of Po- 
land because she occupies a ro- 
mantic place in history, but it 


. interests us much more to save 


ourselves from the choice be- 
tween dominati by bleoed- 
thirsty Bolshev' and greedy 
and cruel Germans.

MENCEAU, REED, WILSON. 

Premier Clemenceau, the grand old 
man of the French republic, is not inclined 
to admit all peoples on an equality to the 
new League of Nations until certair doubt- 
ful ones have served their apprenticeship 
end proved themselves worthy. In his fa- 


mous addresg last Monday in the Freneh 


Chamber of Deputies he declared that if 
America, England, France and Italy asso- 
Clated themselves in an alliance on the 
Plan of the old Triple Entente the peace 
of the world wonld be assured. He said 
he was not yet ready to abandon the some- 
what discredited idea of the “balance of 
power.” From thig position he refused to 
be shaken by the noisy protests of the 


Radicals, “There is in this system of alli-‘ 


ances which L do not renounce,” he added, 
“my guiding thought at the conference, if 
your body permits me to go there, and I 
believe that nothing should separate after 
the war the four great powers that the war 
has united. To this entente I sbal] make 
all sacrifices.” 

Almost at the same hour that Premier 
Clemenceau was reaffirming his adherence 
to the “balance-of-power” idea in the 
French Chamber of Deputies President 
Wilson Was assuring a mass meeting at 
Manchester that the United States would 
not become a part of any covenant except 
ene in which al) the great powers joined. 
The President said: 

If the future had nothing for us but 

a new attempt to keep the world in a 

right poise by a balance of power, the 

United States would take no interest, 

because she wil] join no combination 

of powers which is not a combination 

f all of' us. She is not interested 

merely in the peace of Europe, but in 

the peace of the world. 

The clash of opinions between the two 
illustrious speakers is more apparent, per- 
haps, than real. Premier Clemenceau, in 
his backward look, was replying to a Rad- 
ical attack in the Chamber of Deputies in 
which the motives of some of the Allied 
countries had been impugned. The Pre- 
mier replied by declaring he would not 
abandon any of France's present allies 
dor any League of Nations on earth, H& 
was plédging France's first allegiance to 
the countries that had borne with her 
the brunt of the fighting; and Americans 
will observe with pardonable pride that he 
named our country first. 

President Wilson. on the other hand, was 
Proceeding with the orderly elucidation of 
his project for 4 League of Nations which 
will be a coalition of all the great nations 
and not a balance of power dictated by the 
interests of a select three or four. 
vision of the President is the forward one 
to whieh the American people hold, He 
desires a coalition that will have equal in- 
terest in every people,and not give 
special advantages even to nations 
that, by their heroism and voluntary sacri- 
fices, have made a League of Nations em- 
bracing the whole world possible. The 
voice of Mr. Wilson, speaking for a concert 
of power and a mobilization of mora] forces 
te secure permanent peace, ig the voice of 
the American people. But there are no dif- 
ferences on this point that cannot be ad- 
justed amicably at the Peace Conference. 
It must be remembered that Premier Clem- 
enceau had listened for two hours to at- 
tacks upon the past policies of his admin- 
istration and to unfair abuse of France's 
allies before he rose and declared the four 
powers that bad won the freedom ,of the 
world were fully competent to guerantee 
the permanence of that freedom. 

In marked contrast to the attitude of Pre- 
mier Clemenceau towards a League of Na- 
tions was that taken by Senator Reed of 
Missouri in an address delivered in New 
York last Sunday. Premier Clemenceau’s 
fault, if fault it be, was that he trusted 
France’s present allies too much; but Sen- 
ator Reed opposed the League of Nations 
because he does not trust our allies at all. 
Senator Reed seemed to regard the United 
States in the light of a happy young goat 
gambolling on the green and going to the 
banks of a stream to drink; while the 
League of Nations appeared to him as a 
wily crocodile stretched motionless and ap- 
parently lifeless at the water's edge, but 
waiting in eager expectancy for a goat-meat 


chigon. 
Senator Reed, it will be remembered, was 
highly alarmed when President Wilson 
called a special session of Congress to de- 
clare war on Germany. He gasped for 
breath when a bill reached the Senate call- 
ing for the conscription of seven million 
Americans for service abroad, He protest- 
ed with tears in hig voice against placing 
American troops under foreign command- 
ers; and he is now erraying himself in sack- 
cloth at the prospect of América uniting 
with the European powers in a League of 
Nations. 

Senator Reed has gone through govern- 
ment records more than one hundred years 
back, searching for extracts from the ad- 
dresses of famous Americans with which to 
bolster up his case against the League of 
Nations. He has discovered that the Civil 
War was all wrong, that two sections of the 
United States connected by many bonds 
“waded through bjood over so mis¢rable a 
question as the enslavement of a few 
blacks;” and he sees a still worse fate be- 
falling us if we permit “even our great and 
puissant friends England and France to 
share ip the control of our national des- 
tiny.” | 

Senator Reed does not make clear just 
how we are going to prevent other great 
and powerfu) nations sharing in that con- 
trol. The interdependence of all peoples 
has been too clearly proven by the great 


| struggle through which we have just passed 


for it to be gainsaid even by the senior 
Senator from Missouri. 

Senator Reed bas succeeded, however, in 
reversing biblical opinion; for he is A 
PROPHET WITHOUT HONOR, save in his 
own little Missouri community. Despite his 
dark prophecies this country has found 
nothing but bonor in Its present European 
alliances. A country that would go to war, 
as Britain-did, to protect the rights of a 
little nation like Belgium does not inspire 
either fear or mistrust in the American 
heart. And the part France has played in 
the past towards this country does not 
awaken either suspicion or foreboding. 
After Senator Reed has lived a few years 
under the security of a League of Nations 
he may discover that there is more justice 
in the world than the cracker-philosophers 
of the Ozarks ever suspected.

The question whether the specific provisions for a general League of Nations 
should be postponed to an adjourned conference is difficult to decide without knowing 
the exact attitude of the great powers making this treaty toward such a league. It may 
be necessary to test the practical possibiliy of such a league by the working of the 
existing league, under peace condition. If it works well, it will argue the case of the 
larger league convincingly. If it fails, the larger league cannot now succeed.

HE FUTURE cCITY—PLANNING FOR 
FIFTY YEARS. 

City planning, long a subject of earnest 

consideration by men of more or less tech- 


nical education and viewpoint, has in the 


past few years become a question of the 
most practical character for the large and 
going communities of America, It has 
ceased to be merely a theoretica) study for 
architects and engineers and a fad for “up- 
lifters,” as one great city after another has 
experienced the need af it, until today thera 
is scarcely a municipality in the country 
that is pot seriously taking it up or discuss- 

The vital necessity for planning ahead 
along lines of municipal growth and devel- 
opment--PLANNING FOR FIFTY YEARS 


AHEAD—was brought home to most of the 


large cities of Burope during the last cen- 
tury when the tnvention of modern manu- 
facturing machin@y and the consequent 
creation of great industria] plants brought 
about dense concentrations of population in 
most of the large centers of the continent. 
One city after another found itself com- 
pelled to demolish huge collections of build- 
ings dating back to medieval times in or- 
der that imperatively-needed thoroughfares 
might be established and intercommunica- 
tion made possible, The enormous cost of 
these projects was what turned Europeans 
into enthusiastic city planners. Every- 
where there/sprang up the demand that the 
future development of cities be regulated 


along certain fixed and systematic lines to. 


the end that the recurrence of such expense 
might be avoided. 

City planning, of course, means more 
than merely the provision of wide and serv- 
iceable streets for strictly utilitarian pur- 
poses, The term, in fact, has come to be 
associated, in this country at least, more 
with the idea of city beautification in the 
creation of purks, boulevards, plazas and 
civic centers. Actually it applies as much 
to one field as to the other. The United 
States, notwithstanding the fact that Kuro- 
pean cities as a whole have been rather 
more progressive than our own in develop- 
ing and carrying out city plans, really can 
boast of having pioneered in the fleld of 
city planning along the more esthetic lines. 
No finer city plan has ever been devised 
than that laid out for the city of Washing- 
ton by Maj. L’Enfant over a century ago, 
The distinguished French engineer had con- 
ceptions on city planning far ahead of his 
time and the result ig the beautiful national 
Capital of today. 

No other city in America has a greater 
opportunity to build practically and beauti- 
fully for the future than has Los Angeles. 
The city, big in population and area as it is, 
is really on the threshold of its possibilities 
in a development sense. The city has 
grown so rapidly that it has not had time 
to think and plan. The result hag been a 
growth that has been in many ways hap 


hazard, From a city-planning point of view, 
however, this has not been aitogether un- 
fortunate. 

The Very initiative and energy that led 
the builders of the Pacific Coast metropo- 
lis to create such a large community in so 
short a period brought about a kind of de. 
velopment which is in reality favorable to 
the carrying out of the changes and new 
plans which are essential to making this a 
well-planned city. The developers of Les 
Angeles have been so enthusiastic and so 
confident of the future that they have 
spread out to all the points of the compass, 
firm in the faith that population would 
grow out to them. This, it is true, has led 
to the creation of a rather ragged and dis- 
connected street system, but it hag also 
brought about a condition that makes the 
straightening out ef existing thoroughfares 
and boulevards and the building of new 
ones a much simpler and lesa expensive 
proposition than most cities have found 
such projects to be. Los Angeles can cre- 
ate needed traffic arteries, parks, plazas 
and the like without having to buy up and 
demolish or pay buge damages on densely- 
built-up sections, as so Many other munici- 
palities that have been developed along 
more intensive lines have had to do. 

Yes, it is time for Los Angeles to join 
the growing list of American cities that are 
not only looking but planning ahead for 
generations.

There should also be built here a large 
municipal auditorium in keeping with the 
dignity and importance of the city. There 
is a definite need for these public struc 
tures and they should be built without any 
unnecessary delay. Practical expediency 
demands, too, that they be built in the 
right locations and suggests the need of 
DEFINITELY FIXING UPON A CIVIC 
CENTER. All these questions of city sys- 
tematizing and city beautification should
